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! I called MAC Shanklin at Dallas to ask him if we had this film. v , After 

checking, Shanklin called me back mid stated that the Secret Service had first' obtained 
this film from Zapruber. Shanklin .staled lie believed that Zapruber had later offered 
a' copy of the film to us. lie stated he would have- to check further regarding try;- i 
matter; however,' he knew that we had this film and was having it processed at. tlie { y 
present -time at a commercial shop in Dallas. Shanklin slated he did not believe: the 
film would be of any evidentiary value; however, he first had to take a- look at thp film 
to determine.lhis -factor. T j 
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Afler chocking, I called Shanklin back and told him not to pay any 
attention to 'my contacts lluil wore made with him by nows outlets. I stated he should 
continue his processing of the film and should Ihen determine whether the lilrn was of 
any evidentiary value or noL Shanklin stated lie had received calls from Movie tpne 
News requesting the film. I told him that after he had taken a- look at this film, he 
should get back in touch v. ith us. Shanklin slated that since talking to mo the first 
Lime, he had ascertained Shut the film had not been received from Zapruber but to the 
contrary, the Secret Service had obtained the film from Zapruber and had turned it over 
to us late last night, tic staled that to his knowledge the Dallas Agents had not made 
contact with Zapruber. / „ _ ....
